NOTIFICATION

G. s. R.80(E)— In exercise of the powers conferred by section 15 
of the Government Savings Bank Act, 1873 (5 of 1873), the Central 
Government hereby makes the following rules further to amend the 
Post Office (Monthly Income Account) Rules, 1987, namely: - 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Post Office (Monthly 
Income Account) Amendment Rules, 2000. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Post Office (Monthly Income Account) Rules, 1987, 

(i) for rule 4, the following rule shall be substituted, 

namely:- 

“4. Opening of accounts - A depositor may operate more than 
one account under these rules subject to the condition that deposits in 
all accounts taken together shall not exceed rupees three lakhs in case 
of single account and rupees six lakhs in case of joint account.”; 

(ii) in rule 5, for sub-rule (1), the following sub-rule shall 
be substituted, namely 

“(1) There shall be only one deposit in the account of six 
thousand rupees or multiple thereof not exceeding rupees three lakhs 
in case of single account and rupees six lakhs in case of joint account.”
